The judgment of the Supreme Court 
in the injunction case o£ BARNARD vs. 
Walkeji will be found in synopsis in 
our columns this morning. The Chief 
Justice and Mr. Justice Crease find 
that the defendant has transgressed 
the law, but that the Act provides no 
machinery for setting it in motion; and 
that in view of the great public incon- 
venience which would result from the 
enjoining of the defendant it is not 
desirablo that the law should bo set in 
motion. Mr. Justice Gray finds that 
uo breach of the law has occurred, 
inasmuch as no fee "attaches" 
to the scrvico performed. Such, in 
brief, are the decisions of the highest 
tribunal in the province, delivered after 
a careful and patient hearing of all the 
facts in connection with this remark- 
able case. Two judges, therefore, find 
the attorney general guilty of having 
violated tho spirit and letter of the 
law, but aro without the power to in- 
flict punishment; aud tho third judgo 
finds him not guilty on a technicality. 
That tho premier will continue to oc- 
cupy his seat in the House in tho face 
of this judgment wo can scarcely bring 
ourselves to believe. He stands in the 
position to-day of having violated a 
law of which he was the promoter if not 
the author. "Who will helievo that he 
violated it ignorantly? Who will 
venture to assert that he is not undo; 
a moral if not a legal obligation to 
vacato his placo and atone for his 
offence against the constitution by 
standing for re-election? Wo do not 
care to comment upon this case 
as it deserves; but wo can- 
not help contrasting tho eager- 
ness of the chief Uw advisor 
of the Crown to accept Dominion em- 
ployment at the risk of complicating 
thi relations of the Province with the 
Dominion with the course pursued by 
a former Premier who, in his anxiety 
to avoid even the remotest possibility 
of damaging tho case of the province 
or infringing the Constitution Act, in- 
variably declined to ask any favor from 
Ottawa, going so far as to refuse to 
recommend political or personal friends 
to Federal positions. If tho present 
premier — in the face of the judgments 
delivered yesterday — should continue to 
hold a seat that ho has morally, if 
not legally, forfeited, the existing Act- 
should be burned. 



Hoav7 Soisuro of Tea at Toronto. 

Toronto, March 2S. — A short time 
ago the American ship Obed Baxter 
arrived at New York, having on board 
a cargo of 6,199 half-chests of tea, 
shipped from a port in Japan by 
Messrs. Paul, Heinnemann, tea mer- 
chants of Japan and New York, and 
consigned to their agent in New York, 
a Mr. Mackenzie. The invoice of the 
cargo had been drawn out by the 
American Consul at the port where the 
cargo was shipped in favor of Messrs. 
Paul, Heinnemann A: Co. Tho agent 
of the firm finding a better demand in 
Canada for the cargo than there was 
in New York, decided to forward tho 
tea to Toronto. In order to encourage 

DIRECT IMPORTATION' 

of tea from China, and also to assist 
Canadian shipping, the new tariff pro- 
vides that black toa imported direct 
from China to Canada shall be admitt- 
ed at 3 ets. specific and 10 cts. ad va- 
lorem, and green at 4 cts. specific and 
70 cts. ad va'.onem, but imposes 10 per 
cent, additional if the article be im- 
ported from any other place than that 
of growth. To get the tea into Canada 
without having the additional 10 per 
cent, impostd was a matter of great 
consequence to those immediately in- 
terested, but the cargo had been in- 
voiced to New York, and bulk had 
been broken there, and 

A NEW INVOICE 

would be necessary to pass the Cana- 
dian customs, so Mr. Mackenzie went 
to the British Consul at New York 
and procured a fresh invoice, consign- 
ing the tex to the Bank of British 
North America here, naming Messrs. 
Roger, Lambe and Bro., of this city as 
agents for its sale, but tho name of 
Messrs. Roger, Lambe and Bro. does 
not appear on the invoice, nor is the 
fact that the cargo is a direct importa- 
tion for Canada made mention of in 
tho paper. The tea, however, came on, 
large consignments arriving at inter- 
vals during the past three weeks. They 
were represented as being direct impor- 
tations iroin China and japan, and the 
mercantile community was considerably 
startled at

and surprised that such a large aniouut 
of capital should be invested. The cus- 
toms authorities were not satisfied with 
tho papers, and tho first consignment 
was detained, but representations being 
made to the Commisssioner that all 
was fair, he allowed thearticlcs to pass. 
Feeling that something was "crooked" 
about tbe transactions, diligent inquir- 
ies were made by the surveyor, Mr. 
Douglass, and others in authority at 
the Custom House, and the conse- 
quence was that onougfa was discovered 
to warrant them in seizing 6,065 half 
chests,

Some of the cargo made its way to 
Montreal, but the groater part was in 
bond here to Messrs. Roger, Lambe

The Speaker took the chair at 2:10. 

The Hon. Mr. Beavcn moved the fol- 
lowing resolution: That tho public ac- 
counts from 1st January, 1879, to date, 
be referred to tho Public Accounts Com- 
mittee. 

Seconded by Hon. Mr. Walkem. 

Mr. Ash thought the resolution should 
receive tho assent of tho Houso, hut that 
committees should bo instructed. Carried. 

Mr. Harris asked leavo to introduce a 
bill intituled "An Act to enablo tho 
Liout. -Governor in Council to accept tho 
surrender of Lotters Patent Incorporating 
Municipalities." 

Mr. Wilson stated that tho object of 
this bill was not very clear to him. 

Mr. Harris explained that tho actions 
of Municipal Councils wero often illegal 
and that the object of tho hill was to 
logalizo thoso matters. 

To be read a second time on Monday 
next. 

Mr. Ash, in moving that a copy of tho 
contract entered into with Messrs. Mc- 
Naniee & Co. for the construction of the 
Esquimalt graving dock bo presented to 
this House, said that this was a matter of 
great interest and importance and that 
the copy called for should bo presented at 
onco. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem did not objoct to 
the resolution and would bring down tho 
contract noxt week. Carriod. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoni introducod a bill re- 
Bpocting sheriffs and registrars. 

Socond reading on Monday next. 

Mr. E. Brown was granted leavo to in- 
troduce a bill respecting tho Independence 
of Parliament Act, 1875. 

Bill read a first time; second reading 
to-morrow. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved that the 
Houso at its rising do stand adjourned 
till 11 o'clock to-morrow. 

Mr. Ash called attention to uon-adhor- 
enco to points of order. As a menibor of 
the Houso since confederation, and of the 
Island House beforo, it was his duty to 
call attention of members to this fact. 
Members wero fully awaro that those rules 
and orders wero tho outcome of centuries 
of legislation in England and it was im- 
portant that they should bo strictly ob- 
served. Bills wero put on tho notico paper 
without a seconder. Thuy should always 
be moved and seconded and written in 
ink, 

Hon. .Mr. Walkem wished the Police 
Constables Bill deferred for further con- 
sultation with members. 

Second reading of Fraudulent of Credi- 
tors Bill deferred. 

Mr. Ash asked whether this hill was 
beforo the Houso. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said it was a matter 
in which all wero interested and ho would 
bring it down as soon as possible. Ho 
had been conferring with tho Dominion 
agent for tho purpose of agreeing on an 
official communication which would be- 
come the property of tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved to have tho 
Municipalities Bill referred to a seloct 
committee. He knew it was not perfect. 
He would like to have tho assistance of 
tho loader of tho opposition on this coni- 
mitteo. Seconded by Mr. Wilson, com- 
mittee to consist of Messrs. Wilson, E. 
Brown, J. W. Williams, Smitho and 
mover. 

Mr. Smitho had no objection, but the 
motion was not strictly in order. Notico 
should be given. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said ho would give 
two days' notice. 

Mr. Wilson thought that everything 
should be dono docently and in order and 
when this matter was put in order ho 
would seaond it. 

Sir. Ash would like to know why tho 
House should moot to-morrow when there 
was actually nothing to do to-day. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — If tho hon. gentlo- 
man will attend to-morrow ho will rind 
out. The House had ordered it. 

A discu sion here occurred on points of 
order in which Messrs. Walkem, Ash, 
Smitho, Mara and Beaven took part. The 
latter hon. gentleman quite agreed with 
Mr. Smitho that tho rules of tho Houso 
should ho strictly adhered to. Ho was 
well awaro that foreign matter had ofton 
been introduced into bills of his own 
without notico quite contrary to his views. 
But he had only done what had been of- 
ten done beforo though out of order. 

House adjourned till to-morrow at 11 
a. m.

In&opondonco of Parliament. 

.The Govornment have apparently had 
enough of their bill to preserve the inde- 
pendence of Parliament, as they havo ro- 
Bolved to meet at 11 o'clock to-day to 
consider a bill to repeal that measure in- 
troduced by a membor on the Oppsition 
side.

Supremo Court— la Chancery. 

[Before Chief Justice Sir Jlatthsw Balllo Boj^lo, Mr. 
Justicn Crease and Mr. Justico Gray.) 

Friday, April 1G. 

Barnard M, Walkem. — Tho Court mot 
at noon and beforo delivering judgment 
tho Chief Justice stated that ho anil his 
brother judges had all come to tho same 
conclusion in the matter but had arrived 
at it by different methods and from dif- 
ferent reasons. Consequently thoy had 
decided to give separate writton judg- 
ments in tho case. His Lordship then pro- 
ceeded to review tho bill of complaint and 
commented at somo length on tho evi- 
dence of the defendant. The defendant 
himself admitted that for his sorvicea an 
offer of §400 had been made, and ho had 
also stated that tho sum of #100 was the 
fee settled as faiv payment for a special 
report on tho caso. Under such circum- 
stances it would bo impossible and illogi- 
gical to say that the employment was of a 
naturo to which fee or emolument did not 
attach. Tho defondant had rocoivotl part 
of his instructions direct from the office of 
tho Minister of Justice at Ottawa and 
really did anticipate that ho would receive 
payment for his employment. After go- 
ing very elaborately into tho arguniont of 
counsel on both sides his lordship ruled 
that tho defondant had placed himself 
within tho mischiof provided against by 
tho Act. Tho issue, howover, of a writ 
of injunction was discretionary and might 
in this case intorfore with tho ministerial 
efficiency. On tho ground, therefore, of 
public convenience it would not be ad- 
viabla to grant tho application, which was 
merely intorlocutory. Tho court had no 
power to declare tho defendant's seat va- 
cant, and tho construction to bo placed 
upon the Act was extremely difficult. Tho 
injunction might perhaps bo granted un- 
der section 9, but ovon in that caso it 
would bo of no practical use bocauso tho 
machinery had not been provided for 
putting it into operation . It could not bo 
doubted that tho defendant had violated 
the Act, but on tho grounds of conveni- 
ence to tho public, as well os from lack of 
machinery to carry tho injunction, if 
granted, into effoct, tho application must 
bo refused. As to tho question of con- 
venionco it would bo well understood that 
the convenience of tho public not of tho 
individual was studied. Tho question of 
costs would bo rest i \ cd until tho final 
hearing of the caso. 

Mr. Justico Creaso followed. Ho road 
tho bill of complaint, referred to tho 
statements in tho doriuvrrer and having 
reviewed tho argument of counsel dilated 
upon the provision > of tho Act and their 
exceptional nature. Ho did not suppose 
it was tho intention of tho framera of tho 
Act to omit from its operation any person 
accepting employment under the govern- 
ment although he could not suo for his 
feo or emolumont. It was not intondod 
that the Act should bo confmedalono to di- 
rect infraction of its provisions. Tho Act 
had doubtless been introduced for the pub- 
lic gocu, but, although in his opinion the 
defendant had plainly been guilty of a 
violation of tho Act, yet taking into con- 
sideration tho existing relations of tho 
Provinco with tho Dominion, he did not 
think that it would bo in the interest of 
tho public that tho injunction should bo 
grantod at prosent. 

Mr. Justico Gray said that ho had como 
to tho same conclusion as his brother 
judges, but on entirely different grounds. 
Ho did not think that the mattor hinged 
in any way on a question of public con- 
venience. He submitted that tho con- 
tention that, bocauso the defendant was 
the only lawyer in the House, therefore 
ho must not be unseated for fear of af- 
fecting the very life of tho country, was all 
nonsenso— was, in fact, a rofloction on all 
the other members of the House. Tho 
life of tho Stato did not dopond upon the 
existence of one individual. Ho entirely 
dissonted from the viow of his brothor 
judges that the defondant should bo ex- 
cused on the score of public convenience 
if ho had violated the provisions of the 
Act. The learned jrdgo then recited the 
allegations of the bill of complaint and 
subsequently pointed out that a bar- 
rister has no right whatever to re- 
covor his fees. Thero could bo no 
doubt that the defendant had expected to 
bo paid by tho government and morally 
ought to bo paid. The legislaturo did nut 
say, howover, that mere expectation was 
sufficient to unseat a member. Tho fee 
must actually attach at the time the agree- 
ment is entered into. This was the 
language of tho Act and tho court must 
bo governed by it, It should be borno 
in mind that a barrister's fee was in the 
nature of a gratuity. Ho could not re- 
cover it nor could ho be held liahlo for 
tho non-fulfilment of his engagement with 
a client. Could the defendant have re- 
covered at law the amount tendered the 
case would have been very different. Ho 
(tho learned judge) could not assent to tho 
contention that because the defendant 
was a minister therefore he did not fall 
within the purview of the act. The high- 
er the position of the man the greater his 
fault. Tho learned judgo then referred 
to the illiberality of the measure which 
deprived tho Houbo of tho sorvices of 
somo of the ablest men in the country 
and finally stated that he was of opinion 
that tho act had not been infrinpod and 
that consequently the injunction must bo 
refused.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, April 15. — The 
body of Severance, who mysteriously 
disappeared some days ago, was found 
this afternoon on tho Throckmorton 
ranch, near San Rafael, buried under 
a wood-shed with five bullet-holes in 
the body and two cuts with an ax on 
tho head. 

About six o'clock this morning a fire 
out in a Chinese wash-house on Bush 
streets, between Laguna and Bachanan 
streets. When the flames were sub- 
dued the charred bodies of three of the 
inmates were discovered in the ruins. 
Thoy wero probably stupificd with 
opium and fell a helpless prey to the 
flames.

ARIZONA.

Afternoon Dispatch. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, April 11. — Follow- 
ng are the particulars of a conflict of 
jurisdiction between tho U. S. Consul 
General and tho Ottoman authorities, 
growing out of tho arrest of an Ameri- 
can citizen for murder. The caso comes 
directly beforo tho American consulate 
and involves very important questions 
of international right and establishes a 
privileged position for American citi- 
zens. The treaty between tho United 
States and Turkey stipulates that any 
American citizen having committed a 
penal oflenco must be delivered up to 
the American consulate for judgment. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, April 13. — The Slosson-Vig- 
riaux billiard match was continued this 
ovening. Vignaux replaced the balls 
where they wero yesterday after his 
run of G51 and made 800 caroms more 
in one hour, scoring 1451 points in all 
without releasing the cue. The match 
will continue to morrow. Slosson did 
not get a chance to play to-night. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, April 14. — If Gorts- 
chakoff dies, N. Von Giors, his assis- 
tant minister, will probably become 
minister of foreign affairs without the 
tittle of chancellor. 

INDIA. 

Cabul, April 14. — A Durbar was 
held here yesterday. The British com- 
missioner informed the chiefs that the 
ex-ameer would net return. If no 
hostility was shown representations in 
favor of the selection of a number of 
Yakoob Kahn's family for tho ameer 
ship would bo considered. At the 
Durbar the chiefs were informed that 
the army would withdraw whenever 
they could agree upon a ruler whose 
government is likely to be stable and 
friendly to England. Tho demeanor 
of nil present was respectful and friend- 
ly and tho way has been paved for a 
favorable solution of tho question.
